TROOPS 


Left Key West For Cuba This Morning. 


It is Officially Announced, 


Company M in the Expedition. Second Regi- 


ment One of Three Volunteer Organi- 


zations. Manila Reported Ours. 


SHAFTER'B DIVISION STARTS, 


Sail* From Key West rbU morning, 


15,000 Strong. 


Washington, June 13.—The first dirisjon 


of the United States troops to begin the 
invasion of Cuba, sailed from Kej West at 
daylight this moraing. 
It comprises 773 


officers and 14,561 men under command of 
General Shafter. A large force of trans- 
ports conveyed them, conveyed by a 
strong squadron of warships ranging 
from an immense battleship to a small 
gunboat. 


The sailing from Key West was for- 


mally announced at the war department 
this morning. The regular troops make 
up the majority of forces, there being bus 
three volunteer organizations among 
them. 


There are the Seventy-first New York, 


the Second Massachusetts, and two dis- 
mounted squadrons, four troop* each 
from the First United States Volunteers 
and Cavalry, which Col. Wood com- 
mands and Roosevelt, is lieutenant- 
colonel. Whether either of these officers 
went is not known at the war department* 


The troops were joyful when orders 


were received at last to make the start for 
Key West. Life aboard troopship is not 
pleasant at the best, and with the intense 
heat that prevailed Thursday and Friday 
while the transports were kept in the 
elips was decidedly disagreeable. 
The 


soldiers suffered greatly bnt complained 
little. The manner in which the ships 
were crowded together did not permit 
the port holes to be opened an*-wHu the 
thermomter close to 100 degress the heat 
down in the holds of the vessels where at 
night the troops were packed in like sar- 
dines was simple 
unbearable. 
Many 


fainted. 


With tffe strong iteet of naVaf'vesseis 
tonvoying the transports, no fear is 
entertained for the safety of the expedi- 
tion. It arrival at Santiago is expected 
by Thursday. Thus it seems reasonable 
to predict that the present week will see 
an American flag flying over Santiago de 
Cuba. 


The army on Its way to Santiago com- 


prises the best troops mobilized in the 
south. 
It is equipped and armed better 


than any body of troops the United 
States ever spnt into the field. Our in- 
fantry is furnished nearly exclusively 
with the Krag-Jorgensen rifle, which is 
considered by ordnance experts as the 
most destructive rifle now in use. 
In- 


surgents, who are expected to form a 
Junction with the United States troops 
at the place of landing, have been armed 
by the United States with modern 
Springfield rifles. 
The army has an 


abundance of ammunition to carry It 
»n a long and difficult campaign. 


Sixteen of the 48 ships which have 


been lying in the gulf with troopn aboard 
p.re to remain. The force of American 
poldjers to throw into Cuba is a third 
smaller than was first planned. Two 
reasons are assigned for this change fn 
program. One is thit Sampson will not 
peed as many men to complete the sub- 
jugation of the Spanish forces as was 
originally expected. The fleet before 
Santiago has achieved striking results 
in the few days which have elapsed since 
Hobson's exploit; and the encroach- 
jnents upon the Spanish lines of defense 
have been so great that the successes al- 
ready won by the navy can be followed 
jip without calling in so large an invad- 
ing force of regulars. The other reason 
is understood to be the desire of the ad- 
jnmistration to have ready the nucleus 
of an army.f or the immediate occupation 
of Porto Rico.

Kingston, Jam , June 13 — Th-B Panther 


left Santiago at noon Frfday. 
She re- 


ported to Admiral Sampson, and received 
ordeis to proceed to Caimajnepa. With 
her viere the storeshlp Supply, which 
has so long been needed, the auxiliaiy 
cruiser Yosemite, manned by 300 ot the 
Michigan naval reserves, the Scorpion 
.ind a collier. 
Before the arrival of 


these vessels the battleship Oregon and 
the Dolphin were ordered to proceed to 
Guantanamo harbor to join the Marble- 
head. 


At 12 o'clock the Yankee, Yosemite and 


Porter took the troopship Panther in 
charge and left to effect £t landing. As 
the squadron was proceeding down the 
coast the Yankee, manned by New York 
naval reserves, bombarded a small block- 
house and a fort at Daiquiri, 17 miles 
from Santiago, setting them on fire in a 
few minutes. 
This occasioned but a 


brief delay, and the transport and her 
escort arrived in -<&uantanamo harbor 
shortly befqre 2 o'clock^ 


As soon as it was seen that no re- 


sistance would be made to a landing 
the small boats from several of the ves- 
sels were put overboard, and the landing 
party was soon ashore. "Every precau- 
tion was taken to guard against a S«T- 
prise by the eitemy, but as it turned out 
this vras needless. 
THe first thing that 


was done when the men were safely 
a&hoie was to set fire to half a dozen 
houses which marked the entrance to the 
bay. 
This was dons by order of the 


commanding officer, who took this and 
all the other safeguards possible to.pre- 
v«fit an outbreak of the dreaded yellow 
fever among the me 


Saturday afternoon the marines were 


subjected to a bush attack by guerillas 
and regulars. The fighting was almost 
continuous for K hours, when reinforce- 
ments were landed from the Marblehead. 
Four of our men were killed and one 
was wounded. The advance pickets un- 
der Lieutenants Neville and Shaw are 
unaccounted for. 


Among the killed Is Assistant Surgeon 


John Gibbs, son of Major Gibbs of the 
regular army, who fell in the Custer 
rnasiacre. His home was at PJchmond, 
Va , but he had been practising in New 
York, and he entered the service when 
the war began. The others killed ar» 
Sergeant Otiarles H. l-Smith of Smallwood, 
Private William Dunphy of Gloucester, 
Mass., and Private James McColgan of 
Stoneham, Mass. Corporal Glass was 
accidentally wounded in the head. The 
Spanish loss la unknown, but it was prob- 
ably considerable. The splashes of blood 
found at daylight at the positions the 
Spaniards occupied indicate fatalities, 
but their comrades carried off the killed 
and wounded. 


The engagement began with desultory 


firing at the pickets, 1000 yards inland 
from the camp. Captain Splcer's eoin- 
•pany was doing gaard duty and was 
driven in, finally rallying on the camp 
and repulsing the enemy at 5 o'clock. 


The bodies of Privates McColgan and 


Dunphy were found, both shot in the 
head. The large cavities caused by the 
bullets, which inside a range of 600 yards 
have a rotary motion, indicate that the 
victims were killed at close range. 


The bodies were stripped of shoes, hats 


and cartridge belts, and horribly muti- 
lated with machetes. When they were 
brought in the whole battalion formed 
three sides of a hollow square about the 
camp on the hilltop. Below in the bay 
were the warships at anchor. Inlanr" 
from the hill camp Is a deep ravine, and 
beyond this are high hills. The adjacent 
country la heavy with a thicket growth. 
The sky was blanketed with clouds, and 
when the sun Get a gale was blowing 
eeaward. Night fell, thick and impene- 
trable. The Spanish squads concealed 
in the chapparel cover had the advan- 
tage, the Americans on the ridge fur- 
nishing fine targets against the Eky and 
the white tents. The Spaniards fought 
from cover till midnight, discoverable 
only by flashes, at which the marines 
fired volleys. The repeaters sounded like 
crackers in a barrel. 
The Marblehead launch, a Colt machine 
gun in her bow, pushed UD tlie bav. MI- 
filading the Spaniards, and it is thought 
that some were killed. The marines 
trailed much blood to the water's edge, 
and there lost It. Sharks are numerous 
in the vicinity. 'Ihe snips threw their 
searchlights ashore, the powerful elec- 
tric eyes sweeping the deep tropic foliage 
and disclosing occasionally skulking 
parties of Spaniards. It all resembled 
a transformation scene at a theater. 
JBach discovery of the enemy was greeted 
by the crackle of carbine fire along the 
edge of the camp ridge, or by the long 
roll of the launch's gun, searching the 
thickets with a leaden stream. 


Shortly after midnight came the main 
attack. The Spaniards made a gallant 
charge up the southwest •tope, but were 
met by repeated valleys from Che main 
body and broke before they were one- 
third of the way up the hill; but they 
came se close that at paints there was 
almost a hand-to-hand struggle.

Mendelssohn smiled, and when press- 


ed to. play something in/return he 
laughed and said that' ho never played 
now, and tnis to a certain extent was 
true.

However, Liszt would take no refusal, 
and so at last little Mendelssohn, with 
his own charming playfulness, said, 
"Well, I'll play, but you must promise 
me not to be angry."

WAKT TO FIGHT 


WASHINGTON ATMOSPHERE FULL OF 


WAR AND WAR TALK. 


Orators Give Place to Fighters— General 


Joseph Wheeler a Type of the True 
Southerner— Hi« Exceptional Record la 
tbe Confederate Service.

WASHINGTON, May 10. — There is blood 


oa the moon, tbo god of war has taken 
up his residence iu Washington, and 
the atmosphere is charged with sul- 
phurous vapors. One cannot go any- 
where without being reminded that 
hostilities have begun. Flags and bunt- 
ing everywhere, on public and private 
buildings, on stores — one firm has 60 
displayed — and even on the cars of the 
Metropolitan line, floating, fluttering 
and proclaiming that this capita), at 
least, is charged with patriotism. 


How much of this display may be 


accredited to shrewd business foresight

and how much the bunting manufac- 
turers and dealers may be responsible 
for a deal of factitious patriotism it is 
not for roe Oo say, but even the com- 
mon people, those who cannot afford to 
bang out the banner, having no walls 
to hang it on, are filled with fervor and 
?how a love for Old Glory that is 
Commendable and admirable. "There 
ain't no flies on tbe flag, "said amah 
"o me yesterday as I walked along the 
ivcnue. 


There may be flies on me. 


There may be flies on yon. 


There ain't no flies, just bet your life, 


On Yankee Doodle Doo. 


This doggerel may be more patriotio 


fhan 
poetio, bnt it "goes" all the 


same with a certain class. It expresses 
the spirit that animates all, both high 
and low, am} carries many a man to 
the recruiting office, eventually to tote 
a gnn or pull an oar on the coast of 
Cuba. 


We have had a deluge of patriotio 


speeches, as you know, during tbe past 
months, and liy the volume of their 
waters \ve have been swept along, until 
our fleet has at last reached Cuba." Just 
now the orators, having performed their 
tasks, have "taken a back ssat" and 
have modestly retired to allow the 
fighters a chance, and the fighters are 
not backward in coming forward either, 
as every day's news pruelaims. I don't 
mean to say that the orators themselves 
have offered to do any of the fighting. 
That would be too much—to expect one 
man to train in the band and carry a 
gnn. 
I don't recall any onfe of our con- 


gressional .spoutera who bas tendered 
bis services to tbe government except 
Mr. Allen of Nebraska. . The Nebraska 
senator wired the governor of his state 
that his 'services were at bis disposal, 
and be is no* awaiting a call to the 
front. Mr. Allen knOXvs what war is, 
for he fought all through the "late un- 
pleasantness," and he knows what ora- 
tory is, too, for he can talk by the hour 
and does, particularly on Cuba and her 
wrongs. 


The senate was more belligerent, it 


will be remembered, than the bouse 
and stood out bravely for tbe recogni- 
tion of the Cuban republic, which the 
representatives would not admit. But, 
now that "war is on," members of the 
house are more in evidence as offering 
their services than their more dignified 
brethren. You may count on the fingers 
of one baud all the senators who have 
applied to tbe president for a commis- 
sion in the volunteer army—in fact, I 
really believe yon might count them on 
the thumb—but not so the representa- 
tives. They have fairly "tumbled over 
each other" in tbeir efforts to secure a 
chance to fight. I might mention a 
dozen offhand, but will content myself 
with one or two who represent that 
strong undercurrent of real patriotism 
which ran beneath all that sea of words 
during the weeks of wrangling. 


Wheeler and Bis Record. 


Now there is Representative Wheeler, 


whose appointment as major generrx} cf 
volunteers has been announced. f*faat 
he is, or was, a real fighter n» 
quaintedwitb bis record 
to deny. Born in 1836, ha WM Q«fte a 
young man at tbe opening of Antilities 
^ctvrccn north and sanib; ftnt, having 
eerved as lieutenant of cavalry in New 
Mexico apd as * West Point graduate, 
he promptly offered bis services to tbe 
Confederacy. He rapidly rose through 
all the grades until at tbe clot* of tbe 
war be was senior and ranking cavalry 
general of the Confederate armies. Aa 
a cavalry officer be stands with Stuart 
and Sheridan, tbe authorities say, anel 
was botb skillfql strategist and fighter, 
andacions, tireless, aggressive, the in- 
carnation of ubiquitous energy. At 
Sbilob, it is said, be won more distinc- 
tion than any other officer of bis rank. 
He "commanded the vanguard of tbe 
army in an advance and tbo rear gnard 
in retreat daring tbe entire war and 
led in mote thu 300 cavalry engage- 
ments," 


He turned Bosecrnns' flank at Mnr- 


freesboro, capturing troops, wagons and 


quantities of 


i, ovu prisoners ana Destroying KUBW..... 
He distinguished himself at Chioka- 
rnaugn, during Sherman's march be de- 
fended Augusta and Mauon and bnug 
heroically upon his flanks through tbe 
Caroliuas, evoking tbe hearty oonunen- 
dutiou of President Davis, who later i 
wrote: "General Wheeler displayed a 
dash, activity, vigilance and consum- 
mate skill which justly entitles him to 
a prominent place on the roll of great 
cavalry leaders. By his indomitable en- 
ergy, operating on all sides of Sherman's 
columns, he was enabled to keep the 
government and commanders of our 
troops advised of the euemy.'s move- 
ments, and, by preventing foraging par- 
ties from leaving the main body, he 
saved from spoliation all but a narrow 
tract of country and from the torch 
millions' worth of 
property which 


would otherwise have been certainly 
consumed." 


A Beloved Fx-Confederate. 


After the civil war was over Gen- 


eral Wheeler settled down as a law- 
yer and planter, but his fellow citizens 
drew him from the obscurity of private 
life, and this congress iu which he now 
serves is the eighth to whick ho has 
been elected. Here he shows .those sumo 
qualities which won him distinction in 
the army, for there is not a more con- 
scientious, hardworking and thorough- 
going representative in the house. 


When it was rumored that General 


Wheeler had offered his services uncon- 
ditionally to the president, I sought 
him out, having a card of introduction 
from our eminent librarian, Mr. Spof- 
ford. Time and again I hunted for him 
in tbe house, at his hotel and in his 
committee room, but without success. 
At last, almost by chance, I learned 
that he was in hiding, as it were, in a 
bouse on East Capitol street, for the 
purpose of finishing up the immense 
volume of correspondence and other 
business

I 
wish I could tell what the decision was, 
but I feel that would be hardly fair, for 
in the event of General Wheeler's go- 
ing to Cuba a premature publication of 
his plan of operations might prove em- 
barrassing. However, he is convinced 
that a landing" is not only practicable, 
but probable, in the very near future, 
and that once a junction is secured 
with the Cuban army under Gomez the 
-combined forces will easily sweep the 
island.

Golfer* Beallie the Importance 
Which It Fluya In Patting. 


Few golfers realize tho important part 


which tho weight of the ball plays in 
putting. Mont of them have an idea that 
when thoy aro on the putting green 
there aro only two essentials tn make 
thorn successful—a good putter and a 
fair knowledge of the ground. The ball 
itself is left out of tbe reckoning, but if 
a trial is made with two different kinds, 
eay, a 26 and a 38, the result will show 
that it is quite as important as the oth- 
ers. A stroke tbat will land one ball iu 
th« hole will leave the other several 
inches short. One may bo too strong and 
the other not strong enough. Tbe same 
thing will affect the accuracy in ap- 
proaching, f^r until a player has gauged 
the exact qualities of the sphere and 
knows to a nicety what it will do he can 
hardly expect to pitch on to the green 
with confidence. 


As a rule, the man wbo announces 


his intention of "trying arew ball1' de- 
clares his own defeat. His partner, who 
holds fast to tbe kind he is familiar 
with, has every advantage.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


Every step of progress in the -war 


during'the week which has looked tow- 
ard an earlyterminationof the struggle 
gle, says Dun's Review for the past 
•week, has been reflected in the market 
and in lower rates for money. All in- 
dustries have felt the uplifting influ- 
ence. The cotton manufacture has lar- 
ger demand lor goods and higher prices 
for print cloths in a general conviction 
that the point of difficulty has passed. 
In the w ooluii iu.lustry, with much lar- 
ger consumption in manufacture than 
ever before, there has been no urgent 
demand for materials. 


In cotton goods there is a stronger 


tone throughout, with print cloths sus- 
tained at the recent advance,'but the 
coming crop is -watched with anxiety. 
The boot and shoe manufacture is ac- 
tually shipping more products than in 
any previous year, and more in the last 
three weeks than in any year except 
1S95 and 1804, though disputes about 
prices continue and for the time retard 
shipments.Thp prices of hides have ma- 
terially advanced, but with much fear 
qf reaction. 
Failures for the week have been 20?, 


in the t'nited States against 262 last 
year, and 17 in Canada, against 30 last 
year. 
A stronger situation, financially 


than the present would be difficult to 
describe. 


TELE COUNTRY'S DESTINY- 


Tears ago when the annexation of 


Texas was the principal question in na- 
tional affairs.much was said about the 
"manifest destiny" of the 
United 


States. Sinc^ the opening of this war 
the national horizon has expanded and 
is expanding to an extent not dreamed 
of a few short months ago. 


As events hasten one after the other 


one army is found embarked for the 
Philippines, another in readiness for 
Porto Rico, still a third headed for 
Cuba. It was apparent when the war 
hegan that Cuba would be invaded. 
Pew thought of Porto Rico, no one 
at all of the Philippines. But Dewey's 
surprising victory has opened the doors 
of conquest and we shall, for the pres- 
pnt at least, ho.d fast to the islands in 
the eastern hemisphere. The acquisi- 
tion of Hawaii is certain to be brought 
about. It may be necessary as an inter- 
mediate station for our navy to take 
the Caroline islands. Again, if Spain 
protracts the war our "manifest ties-

States shall hold permanently these 
acquisitions, but some of them must bc- 
retained. It is necessary for the wef- 
fare of the country, still more neces- 
sary for the welfare of the people of 
those countries to whom shall go with 
the finer, the blessings of liberty and 
good civil government.

THROWING THE DISCUS. 


Best Results Obtained by Throwing It 


From a Whirling Movement. 


A number of queries have been re- 


coivad as to tha rules governing the 
throwing of the discus, which has bean 
lately added to the list of championship 
events in tha Western Intercollegiate 
association. The disous is thrown from 
a circle of the same dimensions as need 
in throwing the hammer and putting 
the shot. The same rules governing 
fouls also apply. The best results are 
obtained by throwing tha disk from a 
whirling movement, similar to the 
method, used in throwing the hammer, 
as more force can be pnt into the throw. 
Henneman uses this method, although 
some athletes do not. 


As there have never been any contests 


in this event among the western colleges 
the entries will be awaited with inter- 
est for the western championships. In 
the opinion of Athletic Director Fred 
Stone of the 0. A. A. anything over 100 
feet will be unnsnally good work for 
the college athletes, owing to the lack 
of practice. He says that the distance of 
which a man is capable is an uncertain 
quantity, as it is necessary to get a cer-

JUMPING OFF PLACE. 


TAMPA THE BASIS OF OPERATIONS 


AGAINST CUBA. 


AcoordlBE to » Well Informed Expert, Both 


GOB* and Ammunition Are of IJlttlo 
Value—Unaccountable Policy of Certain 
Permanent Officer* In the Department. 


NEW YORK, June 18.—[Special.]—Little 


by little tho people of Now York are be- 
ginning better to understand that It re- 
quires a vast deal of preparation to prose- 
cute a war, preparation which cannot 
properly bo done in a few days or weeks, 
preparation we arc even now making in 
confused haste and under great difficulties 
—in short, that we were not ready and are 
not yet ready to carry on hostilities with 
the vim and vigor which are desirable. 


As to who is to blame for this unreadi- 


ness there are, of course, many und widely 
divergent views her* as well as elsewhere, 
which need not be rehearsed. At the same 
time, it is interesting to note the constant 
growth of the belief that, whatever may be 
the shortcomings of the men now in pow- 
er, those who had authority before them 
and in turn those before them for years 
and years must bear their full share of the 
blame, and that perhaps jaoro than any 
men or aet of men the sentiment so prev-' 
alcnt among tho people until lately that 
we need never have another war is at tho 
bottom of it all. Little by little, too, it is 
leaking out that some of the permanent 
authorities of tho navy have been at fault; 
that, although every member of that 
branch of tho national forces seems now . 
to be doing first class and praiseworthy 
work, a part of the unreadiness Is due to 
tho stand taken some years ago by officers 
now high in tho service- 


Ineffective Naval Small Arm*. 


In substantiation of this I am going to 


transfer to cold type the talk of one of the 
best informed men in the United States 
regarding naval officers, ft man whose 
words carry weight with every naval and 
military authority in tho world. I give 
this report with his full permission, 
though I ain allowed to quote neither his 
name nor the names of others whom he 
mentioned to me. 
"For some reason," said this man, "the 


small arms for use in the navy are made 
of a different caliber from those in use by 
the army. As to which of the calibers se- 
lected is tho better I do not care to give 
an opinion. A bullet from either an army 
or a navy rifle would surely kill any man 
who should get in its way. But one obvi- 
ous mistake in the policy adopted was in 
having different calibers, as this neces- 
sitates the making of cartridges and bul- 
lets of two sizes and the maintenance of 
duplicate manufacturing plants and ren- 
ders it impossible to use naval ammuni- 
tion by the army or army ammunition at 
sea. The deplorable fact that the ammu- 
nition is not interchangeable has been re- 
ferred to more than once, however, in 
print and otherwise, and I will not dwell 
on it, especially as it is not the worst of 
shortcomings of which I wish to speak. 


"When tho present naval small arm was 


adopted, the naval authorities made a stu- 
pendous blunder with reference to the 
rifling of the pieces. It is virtually the* 
universal practice to so rifle small arms 
that the bullet will turn only once, or at 
most once and a half, in traveling tho 
length of the barrel. This rule is the re- 
sult of long practice and expensive experi- 
ments and is undoubtedly sound. But the 
naval authorities ordered their rifles so 
constructed that the bullet would turn no 
less than seven times in traversing the 
barrel. 
Unavailing Protests. 


"It you were well posted in the science 


of gun • building, this statement would 
astound you as the fact did astound every 
practical gun man who heard about it. 
This being the case, yon can readily un- 
derstand why many protests against 
adopting the plan were promptly lodged 
With the government. 
"The burden of the protests was, first, 


that such rifling would diminish the range 
of the gun tremendously without com- 
pensating benefit, because it takes power 
to turn a bullet as well as to force it for- 
ward and an immense amount of power to 
turn it at the high rate proposed, and, 
second, that the rifling could not possibly 
stand tho strain, but would be literally 
stripped from the barrel in the course of a 
few firings. 


"These statements must seem reason- 


able to the Teriest layman, and 1 assure 
you that they are strictly true, but they 
were poohpoohed at by the naval men. It 
was with the greatest difficulty that tests 
of the first guns made with the short 
turns were finally ordered, and the results 
were exactly a3 had been predicted. This 
put the naval men in a pretty deep hole, 
and it was naturally expected that they 
would 'acknowledge the corn' at once, 
and order tho defective rifles thrown over- 
board or destroyed.' Bu£ they didn't. On 
the contrary, they proceeded to make a bad 
matter worse, if such a thing could be 
done. 
"How could they do this? Well, I'll tell 


you. 
They insisted that their short turn 


rifles were all right, that the extra rapid 
twirling of the bullets would give them » 
boring power that was too important to 
bo given up, and that everything could be 
made right by making the-bullets smaller. 
Accordingly they instituted a lot of ex- 
periments, shortening the bullets as the 
experiments progressed until the length 
was only half as great as formerly. 


Ballet* That Drop. 


"When they had got the bullets so small 


that they were fit for little else than am- 
munition for bean shooters or air guns, it 
was found that the rifling in the guns 
would stand the strain. But then a ngw 
trouble developed. The little bullet was 
found not to bo of sufficient specific grav- 
ity to be effective. It is true that such a 
bullet whirls at an almost inconceivable 
rate when it leaves the muzzle of a gun 
after turning seven time* in the barrel; 
but, being so light, tho projectile plays 
strange tricks later. 
"It is a fact that these pellets .often drop 


after a flight of 600 yards, thus rendering 
thorn practically ineffective so far as hit- 
ting tho target is concerned, no matter 
how expert marksmen tho men handling 
the guns xaar bo, even in calm weather. 
In tho wind these bullets fired from those 
rifles are virtually of no value whatever 
for long range work. 
"Foi-ranntply f"f oil rnnpprnprt nnlv 


about 10,000 riffei of tho type I have 
named were made, And aft they are for use 
in the navy Alone they can probably work 
little mischief, since the natal use of .mall 
arms will probably be at short Mngd 
chiefly. Yet I am sure the government 
would do well to get thqm out of service ai 
•oen as ever it can."

camp declared that they would be the 
very ones to make the first landing in 
Cuba and from the highest to the low- 
est set about mapping out the cam- 
paign, not failing to speculate as to the 
fighting prowess of the Spaniards, their 
own chances in battle and the prospects 
of meeting in the yellow fever a worse 
enemy than Spanish bullets. 


Here in Tampa, aside from the im- 


posing military show, which is much 
the same as at Chattanooga, there ia an 
insidious atmosphere tending to make 
the war a reality. This city has been 
for years a battleground between the 
original champions in this struggle, tho 
Cubans and Spaniards. Ever since the 
port was opened some ten years ago rep- 
resentatives of both classes have nocked 
here to engage in the cigar trade. Many 
a street quarrel, many an incipient riot, 
with Spaniards and Cubans for princi- 
pals, has been quelled by the strong 
arm cf the police. Then, too, as in all 
gulf coast cities, there is a large ele- 
ment of Spanish descendants whose 
hatred of the United States dates from 
the times of the cession to this country 
of the Spanish domain. Hatred carried 
in the blood from generation to genera- 
tion is this, and the civil war intensi- 
fied it. So there is much hatred of Cu- 
bans encountered here and hatred of 
the United States soldiers. Fortunately 
there is a large sprinkling of genuine 
Americans in the population, and the 
foreign element aside from Spanish is 
generally loyal. 


All of this is important in view of 


the fact that this point is fixed upon as 
the primary base for army operations 
against Cuba. Key West has figured in 
all the speculations of the uninitiated, 
for the reason probably that it has served 
a purpose as a naval base. Although 
farther from Cnba by over 200 miles 
than Key West, Tampa seems well 
adapted to the purposes of the troops for 
a last halting place before the final em- 
barkation. The bay of Tampa, stretch- 
ing 40 miles south of here into the gulf 
of Mexico, forms the finest harbor to be 
found on the Florida coast, and for that 
matter anywhere.along the gulf. The 
port of Tampa, located ten miles below 
the city, is the terminal of the .Plant 
system of railways, which taps the 
whole of Florida, with connections 
north and west. A good system of docks 
has sprung up since the port opened. 


' In the government coal dock at the 


port there is now being stored a large 
supply of B'eattjer coal, and it is said 
that tfc'a amount will reach 200,000 
tons. In view of the hostile feeling 
among many residents at this point and 
elsewhere along the coast the govern- 
ment property ?»t the lauding is under a 
strong guard of regulars. To the work 
of guarding the valuable munitions and 


, stores gathered at the landing the Fifth 


regiment of United States regulars was 
assigned soon after its arrival from 
Fort MoPherson, Atlanta. This guard, 
which is encamped on Ficnio island, 
has since been strengthened, another 
reason why the soldiers here should 
pride themselves on being first at the 
danger point. 


A word on this gallant regiment, call 


ed the "Fighting Fifth." The Fifth 
was the third regiment of that number 
in the United Status army. It was or- 
ganized in 1815. Being stationed in the 
southwest for many years, it found 
plenty of work guarding the border 
from Indian and Mexican forays. When 
Zacbary Taylor marched into Texas to 
keep the Mexicans at a distance, the 
Fifth went along and served through- 
out the war. In the civil war the regi- 
ment was stationed in New Mexico and 
later marched and fought in Missouri. 
A turning point in the career of the 
Fifth was when it came under the com- 
mand of Nelson A. Miles, in 1870. 
Miles took it into the Indian Territory 
to fight the Comancbss and for ten years 
the Fiftli knew no cessation of the sav- 
age warwhoop around its bivouac fires. 
Half a dozen regular regiments followed 
the Fifth from distant posts to this 
camp, among them the old war veterans 
of the Fourth, Sixth, Ninth, Thirteenth 
and Seventeenth.

command here. He ia a war veteran, 
and taking the one from some old army

FLANNEL WAISTS. 


How to Keep Them Soft and Pretty tm 


Spite of WasbingB. 


The time approaches when for seaside 


and mountain wear and for tennis, row- 
ing and other athletic amusements thin 
flannel shirts and shirt waists will be in 
demand. The laundering of these articles 
is often a difficulty, however, as they re- 
quire to be washed frequently, and if thia 
is not properly done every successive wasljr 
ing shrinks, hardens and disfigures th« 
goods. Flannel with which cotton is in- 
terwovan ia by far the best for shirts and 
shirt waists, as it shrinks muoh less and 
in the case of a white ground keeps white* 
longer. 
Tile first thing to be suarded 


against in washing woolen materiaT is rub* 
bing it. This thickens it at once. Warm, 
but not hot, water should be used and 
should be made into suds with mild, whit* 
eoap before the flannel is put into it, th« 
soap not being rubbed directly on th« 
goods. The flannel should then be shaken, 
stirred and squeezed in the hands until ii 
/s clean, but it must not be twisted.

It is such 
races as this that keep alive what little 
sentiment there is nowadays connected 
with the turf, racing unfortunately be- 
ing regarded in these later days by its 
followers in a cold, hard, businesslike 
fashion. 


The fresh faced young girls, the lovely 


women and staid matrons who are seen 
at the race track but a few times each 
season are always in evidence on Sub- 
urban day. Then, too, the busy mer- 
chant, who is kept with his nose to the 
grindstone of business at his desk in 
iown six days in the ueek and who can 
only snatch a few hours away from the 
city by special effort, is present and re- 
lieves the monotony of the struggle for 
money by a little healthful recreation. 


The presence of all t>ese fair, radiant 


women and their e-.ccrts temporarily 
casts into the shadov the regulars who 
ure present day after day. 


Every year the public makes some 


horse the favorite to carry its money. 
One of the few occasions on which the 
wisdom of the popular selection was 
justified was in J890, when Millionaire 
Haggin's Salvator won. 
The furore 


caused by that winning will easily be 
recalled. Last year M. F. Dwyer's bay 
colt Ben Brush captured the rich prize 
with Sims up, and seldom has there been 
a finer race or one more honestly won. 
Four times the Suburban has been cap- 
tured by horses owned by poor men. 


This year the race will be run on 


June 18 at the usual distance, a mile 
and a quarter, and a glance at the en- 
try list will convince any one that a 
great contest may be confidently an- 
ticipated. 


The Suburban Handicap has been an

favorite with the public this yea,r. He 
is one of the greatest living race horses 
and is a chestnut colt by imported Or- 
der—Victorine, by Onondaga. He-start- 
ed in the Kentucky Derby last year, 
finishing second to Typhoon II, beating 
Dr. Catlett, Dr. Bheppard and others. 
His next important race during the 
Louisville meet was the Clark Stakes at 
a mile and one-eighth on May 19 last 
year. On June 26 he won the St. I/ouis 
Derby, a mile and a half, in 2:51. His 
first important appearance in the east 
was on the opening day of the autumn 
meeting of the Coney Island Jctfkey 
club, when he captured the Fall Hand- 
icap for 3-year-olds. At the 
same 


meeting he won the Twin City Handi- 
cap at a mile and a quarter in 2:05 2-5. 
This last is at the same distance as the 
Suburban. 
Ornament recently passed 


out of the hands of C. T. Patterson into 
those of Headley & Norton and won his 
first race under their colors, the Brook- 
lyn Handicap, two weeks ago in hollow 
style with Tod Sloane up. His time 
was 2:10 over an extra heavy track, 
and some of the good horses he beat 
were Ben Holladay, Sly Fox, Don De 
Oro, 
Tillo, On Deck and Ogden. The 


winning of the Brooklyn entailed a 
weight penalty, so that Ornament must 
carry 131 pounds in the Suburban. 


Most of the well known jockeys now 


in the east will have mounts in the 
race. Clayton will probably be on the 
favorite, while Tod Sloane will have the 
mount on either Lehman or George 
Keene, as he is riding for the Fleisch- 
mann stables. On Deck or Typhoon II 
will be piloted by Taral.

Numbers of men yell and dance for joy 
in demonstrative fashion, Vi hile others 
turn away with cold, hard, sti'ained 
faces. But these things all must be, for 
as our old friend Mark Twain saga- 
ciously observes: 


"It were not best that we should all 


think alike. It is difference of opinion 
that makes horse races." 


Besides the Suburban there are sev- 


eral other rich stakes to be run oft at 
the June-July meeting of the Coney Is- 
land Jockey club. On the 2oth of June 
the Great Trial Stakes taJces place. This 
is the richest race for 2-year-olds in the 
United States, being woitn $20.000. 
It 


is run on the Futurity course, which is 
170 feet short of six furlongs. On July 4 
the Realization will engage the atten- 
tion of the turf lovers. This race is 
over a course of 1% miles'. It is worth 
from $22,000 to $25,000 and-is for 3-year- 
olds. 


On Aug. 23 will take place the Futuri- 


ty, the richest turf event in the country 
or, for that matter, in the whole world. 
For that, if for no other reason, this is 
an interesting race. It g-ained its name 
from the fact that the horses are en- 
tered before they are "corn—that is, the 
progeny of certain dams are named as 
starters two years before the date of 
the race in which they are to run and 
before they are foaled.

"Having no literary ability whatev- 


er," wrote the great tragedian, "I must 
decline your flattering invitation. Nor 
do I know how to aid the worthy cause 
you advocate.' Could"I_do so, be assur- 
ed it should fee fully done. My knowl- 
edge of the modern drama is so very 
meager that I never permit my wife or 
daughter to witness a play without pre- 
viously ascertaining its character. This 
is the method I pursue. I can suggest 
no other unless it might be by means of 
a 'dramatic censor,' whose taste or 
judgment might, however, be frequent- 
ly at fault. If the management of the- 
aters could be denied to speculators 
and placed in the hands of actors who 
value their reputation and respect their 
calling, the stage would at least afford 
a healthy recreation if not indeed a 
wholesome- stimulus to the exercise of 
noble sentiments. But while the thea- 
ter is permitted to be a mere shop for 
gain, open to every huckster of immor- 
al gimcracks, there is no other way to 
discriminate between the pure and base 
than through the experience of others."

The champion 
nuii-Lsman of the United States army 
has 
a brown eye. 
With these t\vo 


blown eyes—he shoots with both eyes 
open—he has beaten all shooting rec- 
ords at all distances, in all positions 
and under all circumstances. 


This champion marksman is now a 


member of the Sixteenth infantry. His 
one bronze medal and his six gold 
ones bear the name Richard N. David- 
son. 
These medals testify that he is 


the best shot in the whole United 
States army. His comrades are proud 
of him and are willing to pit him 
against the world. 


Davidson enlisted in 1886. IP 1890 he 


won a third class department bronze 
medal for marksmanship. His comrades 
guyed him, saying all his time would 
be occupied in burnishing his medal, 
whereupon Davidson replied that he 
would win a medal that would not need 
burnishing. 


And he did. 
In 1891 he won the first gold medal 


in the team belonging to the depart- 
ment of the Platte. In 1S92 he again 
carried off the first m«dal in this same 
department with a. score that has never 
been beaten or even equaled since. This 


famous score was 630 points out of a 
possible 800. Later at Fort Sheridan, 
Chicago, he captured 
the first class 


gold medal for moving target practice, 
the object being at a distance of 800 
yards and moving as fast as a man 
moves in ordinary walking, three miles 
an hour. In 1893 he was awarded the 
first "distinguished marksman" gold 
trophy, the Buffalo medal. This is the 
greatest honor possible to a marksman 
in the army. His score was 621 points 
out of a possible 800. 


These prizes were all won witB a 


Springfield rifle. 
There has been no 


contest since the new Krag-Jorgensen 
rifle was introduced in 1894. However, 
Davidson is willing to try the new rifle 
in a contest with any marksman in the 
United States. 


This crack sharpshooter is also fa- 


mous as the most rapid marksman In 
the army. In what is known as a half 
saw back position in a skirmish he has 
fired an average of 12 shots in 30 sec- 
onds, while others could discharge only 
seven in the same time. While making 
these rapid shots he holds his gun in a 
peculiar position, which has caused hfm 
to be known throughout the army as 
"Gunsling Dick."

this "vizard of the rifle," by the way, is 
that he has very weak eyes.

George Bernard 
Shaw, author of 


"Arms and the Man" and "The Devil's 
Disciple," has published a book called 
"Plays Pleasant and Unpleasant," in a 
preface to which he asks the question 
why people should be indifferent even 
to those of his plays which w f pleas- 
ant. "The main difficulty is," 1 e says, 
"the incapacity for serious drama of 
thousands of playgoers of all classes. 
With them I must frankly take the su- 
perior position. 
I know that many 


managers are wholly dependent on 
them and that no manager is wholly 
independent of them, but I can no more 
write what they want than Joachim 
can put aside his fiddle and oblige a 
happy company of bean feasters with a 
marching tune en the German concer- 
tina. .They must keep away from my 
plays; that is all." 


In commenting upon the fact that a 


great many actors at this time of the 
year are forced into Idleness and that 
a great many of them do not lay enough 
money away to carry them over the va- 
cation period Hilary Bell of'ers some 
interesting^gossip as to the earnings oj 
the better known actors and actresses- 
According to him, certain of r.ur players 
earn high salaries. The best paid play- 
er in America is Ada Rehan, who for 
many a year has been receiving $900 a 
week—perhaps. Out of that income she 
has laid by a ti'dy fortune. 


John Drew receives $500 a week, and, 


being of prudent disposition, he is now 
reputed to be worth £250,000—also per- 
haps. 


For some years back E. H. Sothern 


has been making more money than ei- 
ther of these, but as he assumes the 
responsibility of his own productions 
he also loses more. Thus for several 
seasons Mr. Sothern's profits have been 
in the neighborhood of $60,000 a year. 
Lately, however, certain of his plays 
have not suited the public, and he is 
said to have lost heavily. 


The two Josephs, Jefferson and Mur- 


phy, risk nothing on productions and 
little on actors, and by pursuing this 
economic system for many years each 
is wealthy. 


Lillian Russell has received the high- 


est salary ever paid to a comic opera 
prima donna in this or any other coun- 
try. Her income began with $15 a week 
at Tony Pastor's and reached $1,500 a 
week with Abbey, Schoeffel & Grau. 
During her 20 years' connection with 
the stage Miss Russell has earned about 
$1,000,000—another perhaps. She is the 
kindliest and most generous of ringers 
and still prodigal. Probably if her jew- 
els were sold the estate of the golden 
diva would not reach $50,000. 


That was the fortune Georgia Cayvan 


had gathered after two decades in act- 
ing. 
Georgia's salary was never high. 


She earned $200 a -week and saved most 
of it. 


Herbert Kelcey's earnings were less, 


yet he, too, is thrifty, and after leaving 
the Lyceum he invested his savings in 
a starring tour with Miss Shannon. Ru- 
mor says that if Mr. and Mrs. Le Moyne 
had not put money into the venture Mr. 
Kelcey's stellar venture wou.d have 
ended as disastrously as that of Miss 
Cayvan. Happily, however, the Fitch 
play, "The Moth and the Flame," and 
its excellent performance found a hearty 
greeting at the New York Lyceum the- 
ater, and now Herbert Kelcey is on the 
road to fortune. 


Sarah Bernhardt had a guarantee of 


$1,500 a week from Abbey, and Eleonora 
Duse was content with a similar sum. 


Henry Irving clears an average profit 


of $75,000 on a season in the United 
States, much more than he can earn in 
England. 


The Kendals, employing a low priced 


company and being their own leading 
actors, earned $500,000 in five years with 
us.E. S. Willard's average income in 
America Is $50,000 a year. 


Star actors risfc more but earn more 


than the best leading players. 
They 


may lose $10,000 or $20,000 on a produc- 
tion that fails, but they can earn $100,- 
000 on a play that catches popular fancy. 


Fanny Davenport has earned $500.000 


out of Sardou, although she paid him 
from $5,0X10 to $10,000 advance royalty 
and subsequently heavy rates for the 
use of his plays.

Beer Drinkers and War Tax. 


The passage of the war tax bill means 


that all the drinkers ot beer in tnis vic- 


inity, at ieast, will have to pay more 


for beer. It is expected that the saloon- 
keepers will sell a smaller quantity for 
a given amount. New England brew- 
ers have considered the situation at 
some length and believe that the tax 


should be borne by the consumer. They 
cannot reduce the size of their barrels, 
or of their bottles, or the number of 
bottles in a rase. Consequently they 
expect to raise thp price of their pro- 
duct as soon as the new tax goes into 


effect. They expect to have to pay ad- 
ditional taxes this week. Beer qf stand- 
ard grade that has been sold for $6 will 
probably be put on the market at $7. 
Bottled beer will be advanced from $1' 
to $1.20, and beer by the dozen will be 
60 cents instead of 50. It ia hardly to
